For years, those in the gay world say, a dark 
blue Lincoln Continental driven by Bauman had 
been a familiar sight among the hustlers leaning 
by the entrance to the Club Naples. His pattern 
was irregular — he would come by as often as 
once a week and then not show uo for six months. 

James Edward Region, the '2Syear*oid from 
Fishing Creek now accused of blackmailing the 
congressman, said he met Bauman 12 years aeo 
in front of the club. Regina said Bauman pulled 
up ro the curb, called him over, gave him 550 and 
made a date for the next week. 

Ax the appointed time, Bauman oicked him 
up and took him to the Channel inn. a'piush hotel 
in the wharf area of souther: Washington. While 
Bauman went in to register, Regina said he 
peeked inside the glove compartment and found 
3au man's name on gas recipes. When Bauman 
returned, they botjfwenc inside, had sex, and 
Bauman paid him again. 

According to Regina and other hustlers, Bau- 
man continued to pick up Regina in front of the 
Naples off and on for the next 12 years. 

Another husder said he was* picked up by 
Bauman in front of the same club about four 
times. The first time, he said, was about five 
years ago when Bauman pulled up in the Conti- 
nental. wearirtT a thr?e-p:ccs suit witn a 
white handkerchief tucked in his pocket.

Lorraine F. Shuil filed an assault 
complaint against Grouse in Dis- ' 
trict Court here, charging thathe 
swatted her face with a piece of 
paper and she fell against an iron 
-railing. 

Mrs. Shall and four other Hoi-' 
lingsworth Manor residents were 
standing outside the town hall on 
Sept 24 waiting for the town meet- 
ing to begin when the incident hap- 
pened, according to both Mrs. Shall 
andCrouse. . 

"We were there because we 
wanted more street lights and 

S slice protection,' Mrs. Shall said 
oilingsworth Manor is a crowded 
neighborhood with a reputation for 
crime and drag racing. 

None of the other witnesses 
waoted to be identified, but one wit- 
ness to the incident said: "The 
mayor came walking out of the 
police station and said . Good eve- 



at Union Hospital- here, 1 where 
Grouse is employed as an adminis- 
trator. 

According to witnesses, Grouse 
told the woman: If yon go into that 
meeting, you're fired.* Three of the 
women contacted said they thought 
Crouse might have been joking.

den P. Dyson; who came close to 
unseating Baurnan in 1978. 1 
A former Maryland state senator, 
Baurnan took office in 1073, filling 
the vacancy left by the suicide of his 
predecessor, WilliamrO. Mills. 

Cfetil County Republicans are 
reluctant to talk about the allega- 
tions^ many being close personal 
friends of the Baurnan family, but 
they admit the timing of the allega- 
tions may aid the Dyson campaign.
